His achieve- 
mente ilncluded tlie dissemination of 
knowledge on pisciculture, tiie setting 
up vand successful ^operation of a Iob<- 
ster factory and the completely chang- 
ed outlook bf these people' in less than 
tlii'ee years.

Paul de Marky 

■pAUL DE MAEKY gave the second of the Satur- 
day afternoon recitals at Tudor Hall with a 
rather uniform, program of classical numbers, 
played however with highly varying results.' His 
Chopin a« always, was a model.

Montreal Orchettra . 

|N ONE slidden lurch, the Montréal Orch'èstra 
hit the top of Its quality curve in its concert 
yesterday afterncran at Hia Majesty's Tlieatre. How 
the transformation could be so quiok, particularly 
in view of last week's symphonic performance 
mysterious and astounding, but that fact remains, 
One hopes that ope has misjudged the peak, and 
that this la but a encouraging step up the grade.

The omootb facility with which themes 
were picked out, developed by the orchestra as much 
as by the composer, and carried to >bvlous and 
correct oUmaxea stood out with a boldness that is 
generally assooiated <7ith |(^fanUaiilona of .yery 
much longer itMMUiw ttaii the Montréal Orchwtra. 
Every bar of ' thé' music was mftde liogical, wa9 
given l3riinanç«;iu)4 lUe: tone, vpltime. aqd playing 
harmonised g$Mi«t«ntiy: 1t aU spoke of a.veiy 
dear and able reading by the oondttotor, Mr. Clarke. 
Even the .orchestra's usual weaknesses, uncertain 
winds,- and ylo^ns that are not alwaya completely 
co-ordinated, :'were reduced, to a minimum,; 

aently rhythmic, with liléaâAht folk-tune 
themes, the "Dansa Piemontesë'' brought forth 
much beautiful tonal phrasing from the orchestra. 
The last number of the program, the "Suite Al- 
gérienne" was hardly any, different in this respect. 
M^I^Ulu nature of program music, it malntaln- 
eil^ul^nch color of. Instrumental grouping that is 
conventionally associated with the ne^r Orient. 
The Marche Militaire Française movement, slightly 
in contrast to tho fUrst portions, was handled \try 
boldly by all histnunents, and with good bombas- 
tic effects. 

The audience and thé printed program deserve 
notes. The former, encouragingly larger than the 
first week were so well behaved as not to Interrupt 
,the temeness of tbe music between movements. The 
program itself should be of fine assistance to the 
gi'cater part of the audience that Is interested in 
what it hears but who would, wish to learn some 
of the more intimate detàUatçnicérnlng the music. 
Mr. R. de H. Tupper's program hotia; are pointed 
and precise, and Instructive to all grades b{ musi- 
cal enthusiasts. This wook, an .aj-tlcle on '^iow-the 
Orchestra , came into o.\lBtenQB" repeats the popular 
notions, with the exclusion pî some mention of the 
raal founders. If the Orchestra maintains yes- 
torcliiy'.i standards in its more serious programs, 
It iiectl not won-y about Ita pasl, and will bo able 
Lj I roi'v.uti .lic-.Jt)riilJ,v lo the futiure.

'/"•IlETA STUEOKaOLD, . tall, -elcgant, a soprano 
with a well içoduintod voice, gnvo a most in- 
lerestlng song recital last ijiglit at the Imperial 
Theatre, Her songs were divided into groups of 
i;renoh, English, German and Italian, and of the 
four, the German were by far the Ijeat. 

Miss atueckgold lias a very simple way. of of » 
ferlng i»er songs, a way which gives each of them 
more beauty and aj^tal, nnd which apparenUy dpes 
away with intricate and difficult tèchnWùes. Of 
course this is not quite so. Her ; fs^ilitles . are well 
studied and permits of the utmost control ' of all 
the niceties of tone and volume.' it is only when 
the singer attempted some of the exceptional dif- 
ficulties of the vooal art that any note of pedan- 
tlclsjn crept Into her efforts. • \ 

The first group of songs of the program did 
not pay' full tribute to the soprano. Her voice did 
not carry as effectively as later offerings showed 
It capable of doing. In the second group, "Depuis 
le jour" from Oharpentler's "Louise" gave Miss 
Stueckgold her real start.^ Though slightly strahi- 
ed in the UPPOT reglstérj her mellow volcjj suited 
this aong admlrablyi -giving It. fine^çggù^pya^^^ 
and richness of tone. A BrahmslwSw^reoelvod 
good spirit. The third group, containing. selections 
by Hugo Wolf and Richard Strauss were alternately 
passionate. Jolly, dramatic, and gay, and in eacli 
case, the soprano rose to the ow^cn^and respqnd- 
ed thoroughly to the deman^^!fl|me ' music.

'What do I consider most important for tuc- 
mt A. sense of humof", Ahd ' Madge Kenndy 
smiled, one of those gracious gestures that have 
helped her to the position of the best comedienne 
on the Mew' York stage. After that, it was easy to 
relax, easy to fofsee a delightful interview. 

*'A sense o( humor Is' one of the mott funda- 
mentally important thUigs I know of", she chatted. 
"When I started my stage career, I played aL 
most from Instinct, which my later technical train, 
ing served mergly to enforce.
